As the year advances, business generally 
is slowly improving, but the expansion has 
not been on the scale anticipated. The low 
prices now ruling for Danish bacon is 
naturally having an adverse effect on de- 
mand for Irish, as the wholesale price for 
the latter is so much higher than that ruling 
for Scandinavian and other Continental cures. 
According to the Danes, the price of bacon 
is quite ruinous, but consumption has not 
increased to the amount expected, as the 
retailer has not reduced his prices to the 
same extent as the drop in the wholesale 
figures. It is stated that the Food Council 
is taking the matter up, but whether this 
will have any material effect on the position 
remains to be seen. Some slight increase is 
reported in the make of Danish butter, and 
although at the time of writing prospects are 
brighter, i was do not clear as briskly as 
would have en desirable, and there is a 
lack of animation in the whole trade. Not- 
withstanding an official reduction of six 
kroner in the Danish quotation, there is a 
firmer undercurrent noticeable. All grades of 
finest cheese, both home produced and im- 

rted, are in request, but, so far as Cheshire 
is concerned, supplies are difficult to obtain, 
and buyers are turning their attention to 
finest September makes of Canadian in conse- 
quence.

It had been confidently expected 
that the dividend would be increased to at 
least 26 per cent. (free of tax), but actually 
it has been merely maintained at 24 per cent. 
It would. moreover, appear that the profit 
has been only on a rg | larger scale, the 
total being apparently 968,000, as com- 
pared with ch. ,000. This increase repre- 
sents less than the additional dividend re- 
ceived from the British-American Tobacco 
Company, but it is not quite clear whether 
the full amount of that dividend is included, 
as the final part of it was not announced 
until several months after the books of the 
Imperial were closed. Competition, particu- 
larly in advertising, has clearly increased 
the company’s expenses considerably, but 
the benefit of such expenditure should be 
felt this year, and, as on the basis of the 
latest disclosed revenue 27 per cent. net is 
already being earned on the shares, a reco- 
very in the present market price of 110s.

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DERRY’S FOOD SUPPLY.

ANALYST’S COMMENTS ON 
““ RED BIDDY.”’ 

Mr. John Hawthorne, Belfast, analyst for 
Londonderry City, in his quarterly report, 
stated that 122 samples of foods and drugs 
were submitted from Londonderry for analysis 
during the quarter ended 5lst December. 

Only two, one of butter and one of 
magnesia, were found to be adulterated—a 
very satisfactory state of affairs. ‘he samples 
included 18 of butter, 25 of buttermilk, WD) 
of new milk, and 10 of mincemeat. Samples 
of mincemeat and sausages contained traces 
of sulphur dioxide, but in no case was the 
amount as much as three grains per pound. 

Reporting on the sample of wine (popularly 
designated as ' Red Biddy “), Mr. Hawthorne 
states:—' ‘Ihis proved to be a sweetened 
fortified wine of the port type, containing 
about 15 per cent. of alcohol, and being free 
from wood spirit and preservatives.’ The 
four samples of flour contained the usua! 
‘“‘jmprover’’ and calcium phosphate in 
amounts varying from 1 to 2 per cent. 

‘It is to be regretted,’”’ Mr. Hawthorne 
adds, '' that the committee which is inquiring 
into the practice of flour ‘faking’ has not 
yet made its report.”

lrish Dairy Prospects. 

It is highly gratifying to learn that the 
overwhelming majority of the co-opérative 
creameries of Southern Ireland has em- 
braced the scheme for centralised market- 
ing which was expounded last week by Dr. 
H. Kennedy, Secretary of the Irish Agri- 
cultural Organisation Society. The scheme 
proposes to organise the dairying industry 
of the Free State on the same plan as 
its competitors, foreign and colonial. It 
is intended that a central board, elected 
by the creameries, shall form a marketing 
agency which will direct the massed 
butter production of the country in its 
approach to the market. No longer—when 
the scheme comes into operation—will one 
Irish creamery vie with another for the 
patronage of a certain purchaser. Instead, 
the dairy produce of the whole Free State 
industry will be distributed over the 
English market to the best common advan- 
tage. The Central Agency will charter 
favourable transport services, and its cold 
stores will enable supplies to be held over 
at moments when the market is glutted, 
for release when a revived demand 
promises improved prices. 
furthermore, to seek to persuade Irish 
farmers to begin milk production earlier 
in the year and to continue it later, in 
order to extend the period in which Irish 
dairy produce is offered to the market. 
Farmers at present are slow to begin milk 
production until grass becomes plentiful irí 
May. A well organised system oí mass’ 
marketing, by averaging returns over the 
year, ought to make it profitable to 
farmers to set about dairying earlier in 
the year. For the conception and pro- 
pagation of the scheme the Irish Agricul- 
tural Organisation Society is to be 
thanked; but since the Society is an 
educational, not a body, the 
central marketing board that will be set 
up must be a wholly independent concern. 
Proprietary as well as co-operative 
creameries will be able to market their 
produce through the agency; and this is 
as it should be, since the welfare of the 
industry can take no account of the mode 
in which the profits of the units are dis- 
tributed. At the same time the new 
system of organisation is a triumph for

The Royal Hospital. 


Within a few days the Royal Hospital 
at Kilmainham will cease for ever to be 
the home of MWorn-out soldiers—the pur- 
pose for which it was founded 240 years 
ago. For the last time the chapel was 
used yesterday for Divine worship, and in 
the congregation that listened to the 
sermon, in which the Archbishop of Dublin 
dwelt upon the moving associations of the 
place, a few pensioners sat, the last of 
many generations. The Royal Huspital long 
has been one of the most interesting sites 
in Dublin. Its quiet dignity—the mark of 
Sir Christopher Wren's art—its arms and 
armour, lately removed ; its tattered flags, 
trophies of many battlefields, have 
attracted many a _ sight-scer. Among 
the pensioners who have found a 
final home at Kilmainham there must 
have been men who fought at the 
taking of Quebec and in the Indies, men 
who carried muskets at Waterloo, and men 
who had seen Florence Nightingale moving 
through the piteous wards of the Crimea. 
Year by year for nearly two and a-half 
centuries, these greybeard warriors talked 
together of battles that are the very 
texture of history, and narrated adven- 
tures and heroic deeds that were matter 
enough for a dozen lliads. ‘Their un- 
recorded memories ran beyond the fires 
of war to youth spent, perhaps, in all 
corners of these islands. They told one 
another, no doubt, of the green lanes of 
Essex, the bleak hills of Scotland, the 
bustling seaports of the West Country. 


They told how they had chosen a soldier's 
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| calling, some bétause young blood was 


stirred by the drum and ‘fife and the 
ribbons on the sergeant’s cap; some be- 
cause peace offered no other way of living, 
and some, when Napoleon's shadow 
darkened Europe, because they heard the 
call of sacrifice. Far removed from their 
early homes, these kinless old men who 
had known only the camp and the barrack 
as home during their martial lives, found 
a last home among comrades at Kilmain- 
ham. Now the last of them are removed, 
and the Royal Hospital as an institution 
itself becomes a proud and gracious 
memory. 


Organised Beggary. 


A curious result has followed the fall in 
the purchasing value of French money. 
The beggars of Paris, according to the 
Correspondent of The Observer, have held 
n meeting and decided that henceforward 
they will accept nothing less than 25 
centimes. Their persistence no longer will 
be fobbed off with a paltry 5-centime 
piece, useless for all other purposes. 
Professional mendicancy nowhere, per- 
haps, outside the Orient, is more highly 
organised than in Paris—a city where the 
stranger finds himself beset with innumer- 
able demands for alms or gratuities. It 
is said that one legless beggar makes a 
hundred francs a day by trading on pity, 
and is an owner of house property. 
Church-door beggars actually sell the 
good-will of their pitches. There are 
cafés where experts in the craft hire out 
crutches, false legs, medals and blind 
spectacles. Instruction is given in tricks 
for the simulation of disease, and advice 
is given on the legal aspects of the trade, 
so that a well-trained vagabond can escape 
conviction by the police. Recently a well- 
known beggar took a novice to the Boule- 
vard St. Michel in order to give a demon- 
stration; but the police, who wink at 
begging in certain corners, resented this 
interference with the dignity of a great 
thoroughfare, and arrested both master 
and pupil. Regions are marked out in 
which no more than one legless, or blind, 
mendicant may take his stand. Irish 
tinkers are said to hold a parliament in 
a certain Wicklow glen every spring for 
the partition of Leinster among their 
several families. In Donegal the story. is 
told of a dying tinker who was heard 
to bequeath to his sons specified territories 
of the old principality of Tirconaill.

FREE STATE CURRENCY.

Str,—Whatever may be. the’ results of 
having no legal tender here, a more important 
point may be that, whenever there is one, 
it may not be legal tender ‘‘ elsewhere,” 
although there is more to be got for the 
legal tender in that area of issue. Although 
there 1s no promise to pay on the British 
Treasury note, it has ample security, because 
it can always purchase goods in what still 
remains the first manufacturing country in 
the world, and within which the best value 
can be obtained, because there are so few 
tariffs to create artificial prices. Legal tender 
money may be created here with, or without, 
promises to pay, but the real question will 
always remain: What can be obtained for it 
by way of purchase, even if it is “ anchored ” 
to a currency over whose issue there can 
now be no control here—which, however. 
may be an excellent arrangement? 

f there is anything in the quantity theory 
of money, the increase of even a token 
currency may raise prices and even wages, 
and probably cause more unemployment, 
together with an increased cost of living. 
Nothing could be more characteristic of this 
eountry than an effort to realise a few 
thousand pounds per annum over a new 
currency which may cost far more to those 
who can least afford it.—Yours, etc.,

VICE-ADMIRAL SIR MAURICE 
FITZMAURICE, á 
A Reuter message from Simonstown an- 
nounces the death of Vice-Admiral Air 
Maurice Fitzmaurice, Commander-in-Chiet 
ef the African Station. Sir Maurice Fitz- 
maurice was in his fifty-seventh year, and 
hed had a brilliant and successful naval 
career. He was the eldest son of the late 
J. G. Fitzmaurice, barrister-at-law. He saw 
service in East Africa, 1893; on the River 
Gambia. 1894; in the Boer War, 1899-1901; 
and in the Great War. From 1910 to 1914 
he was connected with the Intelligence Dó- 
partment of the Admiralty. During the 
Great War he was Principal Naval Transport 
Officer at the Dardanelles and Salonika, 
1915-1916: and was Chief of Staff, Eastern 
Mediterranean, 1916-1917. He held various 
high commands in the ensuing years, and in 
1921 was appointed Director of the Naval 
Intelligence Division of the Admiralty, which 
ost he held until 1924, when he was trans- 
bi to the African Station as Commander- 
in-Chief. Among his decorations were the 
Legion of Honour, the Sacred Treasure of 
Japan, the Royal Order of the Redeemer, 
Greece, and the Croix de Guerre, Greece, 
The late. Sir Maurice Fitzmaurice was 
married, and leaves one son. 


GENERAL SIR CHARLES WARREN. 

General Sir Charles Warren died at Weston- 
super-Mare, on last Saturday, aged 86 years. 
He was the second son of the late Major- 
General Sir Charles Warren. Sir Charles 
entered the Roval Engineers in 1857, and he 
conducted a survey of Gibraltar, 1861-1866. 
Between 1867 and 1870 he conducted excava- 
tions at Jerusalem, and the reconnaissance of 
Palestine, for the Palestine Exploration Fund. 
In 1878 he commanded the Diamond Fields 
Horse in the Kaffir War and in the rebellion 
in Griqualand, West. He was noted for the 
manner in which he commanded troops 
against the Bechivanas in 1878, and parti- 
cularly in the Bechuanaland Expedition of 
1884-1885. He was special officer attached to 
the Admiralty during the Egyptian Campaign 
of 1882. From 1 to 1888 he. was Com- 
missioner of the London Metropolitan Police, 
but returned to campaigning in Africa soon 
afterwards, when he was appointed Lieu- 
tenant-General in command of the Fifth 
Division of the South African Field Forces 
from 1899 to 1910. General Sir Charles 


Warren leaves a son and two daughters. 
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MR. ALFRED MANNING, 

The death occurred on Saturday last of Mr. 
Alfred Manning, late of Grafton atreet, 
Dublin, and Kingstown, aged 75 years, 

A quarter of a century ago Mr. Manning 
was a prominent citizen and business man in 
Dublin. He was the eldest son of the late 
Alderman Manning. 

Mr. Manning was educated at Trinity 
College, and graduated M.A. of Dublin 
University. On the death of his father, Mr. 
Manning succeeded to the Grafton _ street 
business. He was twice married, his first 
wife being sister to Mrs. Michael Gunn, of 
the Gaiety Theatre. For many years he lived 
in Sandycove, and he became Chairman of 
the Kingstown Urban Council and a Justice 
of the Peace. 

Mr. Manning was of a genial and social dis- 
position, and during his heyday was one of 
the most popular men in the city and county 
of Dublin... He possessed a cultivated tenor 
voice, and at social gatherings added much 
to the pleasure of the company by his singing. 
In early youth he showed the spirit of an 
ardent sportsman, and at Trinity College was 
a well-known member of the University 
Rowing Club. 

It was as a vachtsman, however, that he 
displayed the hichest skill. For more than 
twenty vears Mr. Manning was recognised as 
a good helmsman and was one of the best- 
known Corinthians sailing in Dublin Bay. He 
was a prominent member of the Roval Alfred 
Yacht Club, and of the Dublin Bay Sailing 
Club. 

Mr. Manning's later years were tinged with 
misfortune. He was compelled to retire from 
his Grafton street business house owing to 
declining trade, and the tragic death of his 
only son darkened his iast years. Mr. Harry 
Manning. his son, met his death by being 
shot on the streets of Dalkey during the 
civil discord of 1922-1924 He had been 
visiting a sister on the Ulverton road, Dalkey, 
and had left the house to go home, when, 
finding that he had forgotten something, he 

t back. He left his sister’s house a secand 
time, and in walking to the railway station 
passed a body of four National soldiers and a 
corporal. Suddenly from behind a wall on 
the opposite side of the roadway, from an 
ambush, irregulars fired on the troops. The 
corporal and Mr, Harry Manning, who was 
in the line of fire, were shot dead. 

In the following years Mr. Alfred Manning s 
health gradually declined. 

MR. JOHN CRAWFORD HODGESON 

The death took place yesterday morning of 
Mr. John Crawford Hodgeson, of Bailiffgate, 
Alnwick, Northumberland, after a long illuess, 
Mr. Hodgeson, who was in hais seventy-third 
year, was a leading Northern antiquary, and 
for nearly thirty years was a member of the 
Newcastle Antiquarian Society, of which he 
was once a vice-president. 

Some time ago he presented to the Society 
four large, magnificently bound volumes, con 
taining a collection of four thousand book 
Mates, formed during many years by him and 
bis sister, the late Miss Hodgeson. In it 
were a fine collection of the plates of Dukes 
of Northumberland and other members of the 
Percy family and a representative series of 
North country families. Mr. Hodgeson edited 
several volumes of the Northumberland 
County History. He was a member-of the Ber- 
wickshire Naturalist Field Club, a member of 
the Council of the Surtees Society, the North- 
umberland and Durham Archeological Society, 
and the Parish Register Society of North- 
umberland and Durham. For many years he 
was librarian to the Duke of Northumberland. 

DR. PATRICK STEPHENSON. 

The death of Dr. Patrick Stephenson, of 
Carrick-on-Suir, is announced, Dr. Stephen- 
son was a well-kaown practitioner. For 35 
years he was Medical Officer of Carriek-on- 
Suir district, and he was a member of the 
Irish Medical Council. In his younger days 
he was a noted athlete and Rugby player.

SHANGHAT, Saturday. 

A serious riot occurred here to-day as 
a result of a demonstration by tramway 
employés. The police managed to quell 
the riot without bloodshed. Three British 
policemen are in hospital as a result of 
being injured in stone-throwing. 

The tramway employés seized a dozen 
tramears, and paraded the streeis in 
celebration of their victory in forcing the 
company to grant their strike demands. 

When the parade reached Nanking road, 
in the centre of the city, other strikers 
joined the procession. Arguments and dis- 
order followed, and police were hastily 
called. They succeeded in dispersing the 
mob and recovering the cars, but not 
before a few of the policemen were injured 
in ‘the pitched fight. Two Japanese 
journalists were severely beaten. 

Local transportation facilities were com- 
pletely disordered to-day, and the city 
went for the most part without motor 
omnibuses or tramway services. Disorder 
was caused also by employes of the motor 
‘bus company who are on strike. 

Although the conditions are still chaotic, 


the decision of the British banks and 
shipping companies to re-open business on 
Monday.

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RIOT IN SHANGHAI. | 
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OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


CAIRO, Sunday. 

A communiqué regarding the tomb of 
Tut-Ankh-Amen is issued to-day. It says 
that Mr. Howard Carter's work this season 
is confined to clearing the inner chamber 
and removing its contents. Mr. 
has co-operated in preserving and restoring 
the broken and fragile articles. Mr. 
Burton has photographed all objects before 
touching them, and after removal. 

As the tomb is now open to visitors, Mr. 
Carter has temporarily ceased work inside, 
and will resume in the middle of March. 
He hopes to complete the clearance of the 
inner chamber at the end of the season, 

Various recent photographs include, 
first, the entrance of the last of the inner 
chambers, in front of which Anopsis, 
guardian of death, can be seen in the form 
of a black jackal. He is there to guard 
the last chamber in which the funeral 
equipment lay, with boxes containing the 
jewels and ornaments of the King and 
Anobis. Secandly, the resting place of the 
King’s intestines, which were placed in a 
gold receptacle, at the upper part of which 
were royal serpents of brilliant lustre, 
which were guarded on four sides by small 
figures representing Isis, Neftis, Net and 
Selkhbt. Thirdly, a small wooden statue of 
the King, covered with a layer of gold- 
plated gypsum, with a royal sceptre and a 
ceremonial fan in his hands. 

This statue Was discovered with about 
thirty other different shapes, in black boxes. 
The sceptre, fan and sandals are made of 
gold-plated bronze. The smallest fan 
bears the name of Tut-Ankh-Amen, show- 
ing that it belonged to him when a boy. 

A further photograph shows a special 
royal fan which is unique. It has an 
ivory handle, inlaid with. different colours, 
and covered with bands of gold, decorated 
with lapis lazuli and a glass ball. The 
origina] ostrich) feathers are still fixed to 
it which were collected by the young 
sporting king himself during his hunting 
expeditions in the Heliopolis Desert.

The development was inaugurated by an 
exchange of messages between President 
Lowell, of Harvard University, and the 
Rev. G. A. Weekes, Vice-Chancellor of 
Cambridge University. 

When the call got through, President 
Lowell said: “Are you there? All the 
world knows that the University of Cam- 
bridge is there—the great teacher of 
sciences, venerable, but for ever young. 
It is her daughter, now almost three 
hundred years old, who speaks to you by 
fhis latest exploit of science. The 
daughter has never ceased, and never will 
cense, to draw vigour from the source that 
gave her birth. 

“She sends you her tribute of homage 
and affection. New England grects the 
land from which her hardy pioneers came 
forth. and hails the people that taught 
those pioneers and the mod®rn world the 
worth, the price and the as. of liberty. 
In the year that Sir Isaac Newton was 
born Harvard graduated her first class. 
Neither fact was much noticed at the time, 
but each meant much. We know not 
what the future has in store, but we work 
in the faith that the future will be better 
than the past; that the inventions which 
shorten time will lessen distance, bring 
our peoples wearer and foster harmony 
with all mankind.’ 


CAMBRIDGE REPLIES. 

In reply the Rev. G. A. Weekes, speak- 
ing from the Master’s Lodge in Sidney, 
Sussex College, said: “Mr. President of 
Harvard, 1 thank you on oehalf of the 
University of Cambridge for your message 
of good-will. 

“You represent the most ancient of the 
great American seats of learning; and we 
Cambridge men recall with pride the fact 
that Harvard College received its name 
from John Harvard, a member olf 
Emmanuel College, in this University, 
nearly three hundred years ago. 

‘There must always be a powerful bond 
of sympathy between institutions which 
share the same ideals, such as the promo- 
tion of learning and the search for truth. 
It is, therefore, fitting that one of the 
earliest communications by Trans-Atlantic 
telephony should come from Harvard to 
Cambridge. This most recent advance in 
scientific inventions must surely tend to 
unite us more closely in our common aims. 
For the written word is powerful, but 
the living voice has an even stronger 
influence. 

“As Vice-Chancellor of this University, 
may I, Mr. President, offer you our best 
wishes for your continued prosperity? 
May Harvard never cease to send out from 
its walls a supply of persons duly qualified 
to serve God and humanity.” 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE. 

Mr. Llovd George was rung up by the 
Governor of Massachussets from Boston, 
U.S.A., soon after the new service had 
opened. The Governor expressed 
all good wishes from America, and went 
on to say how much he appreciated Mr. 
Lloyd George s articles in the Press. He 
extended an invitation to Mr. Lloyd 
George to renew his visit to America, and 
promised him a warm welcome. Finally, 
he spoke of the good feeling towards Eng 
land existing in his part of the country. 

Mr. Lloyd George thanked the Governor 
for his message, and said that this was 
the first time he had spoken across the 
Atlantic. Every application of practical 
science, he said, which facilitated inter- 
course between nations was a boon and 
would promote the cause of peace. This 
was especially important when it brought 
into closer touch the two most powerful 
communities on earth, who were com- 
mitted to principles of peace, based on 
justice and right.

A WIDENING BREACH.

ROME, Sunday. 

A controversy now going on between 
Roman Catholic organs and the semi- 
oficial Tribuna, the ultra-Fascist sheet, 
reveals that the differences between the 
Mussolini Government and the Vatican 
are much wider than has been admitted. 
The Tribuna’s latest broadside is directed 
against Cardinal Gasparri, and the Office 
of the Secretary of State in the Vatican, 
for their sympathy with the French Ad- 
ministration « gainst the Royalist Catholics 
in the Action Francaise case. 

The finds that this leniency 
towards ‘“‘Masonic democracy’ of 
France cannot be overlooked by the 
Fascists, since ‘‘ international Masonic 
organs '” openly rejoice over the support 
which M. Briand is receiving from the 
Vatican. ‘‘ These organs represent the 
opinions of the men who are carrying on a 
fight without quarter against Fascism, 
their capital enemy,” the journal says.

As the course was still covered with snow 
on Saturday, to-day’s programme of the 
Leicester Race Meeting has been postponed 
and to-morrow’s events abandoned. 

In Warwickshire on* Saturday snow 
stopped - hunting, while in parts of 
Leicestershire, where the snowflakes were 
as large as two-shilling pieces, motor cars 
had to be due out of drifts. 

All varieties of weather except snow 
were experienced in the British Isles yes- 
terday. Rain, sleet or hail fell in Ireland, 
Scotland, Northern England and Wales, 
but over the greater part of England there 
was little or no rain. Local fog or mist, 
however, occurred in several eastern and 
southern districts. 

Temperatures rose slightly over fifty 
deyrees in the south-west, but at Kew it 
was only 38, whilé a few miles away at 
Croydon the thermometer registered 48. 
Skating was in full swing in North 
Leicestershire during the afternoon and 
evening. 

MIXED WEATHER. 

London’s weather was a trifle mixed, 
and in most parts extremely unpleasant. 
Sunshine, mist or fog prevailed in different 
districts in the morning, and there was a 
partial: thaw which made walking a 
treacherous business. 

In the evening most districts were 
‘** blanketed ” in fog, varying considerably 
At Romford the fog was one 
some years and "bus 
services were cancelled ; many vehicles were 
stranded for hours. 

Severe frost, which promised early skat- 
ing, was followed in the Lincoln Fens on 
Saturday by a thaw and a further snowfall 
in the afternoon.

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DEAD MEN IN SNOWDRIFTS.

TEHERAN, Sunday. 
Many tragedies are being repprted as a 
result of the fierce snowstorms and wintry 
weather throughout Persia. The Govern- 
ment of Shahrud reports to-day the dis- 
covery. on the trade route of over twenty 
dead men on the snow-covered tracks. 
Large numbers of dead horses and mules, 
with their burdens still strapped to their 
backs, have also been dug out of the snow.

LAST YEAR’S STORMS. 
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187 SHIPS LOST. 

The. stormy weather took a heavy toll of 
Ships last year. The annual report of the 
Liverpool Underwriters’ Association shows 
a total loss of 187 ships, as against 174 in 
the previous year, representing a gross 
tonnage of 418,410, as against 342,129 the 
previous year. “These included 45 British 
steamers and six sailing vessels, and 105 
foreign steamers and 31 foreign sailing 
ships. 

The casualties to vessels of 500 tons 
gross register and upwards totalled 77,578 
last year, as against 7,056 in 1925. These 
included 2,043 collisions, 1,916 strandings, 
593 fires and explosions, 1,159 cases of 
damage to machinery, shafts and pro- 
pellers, and 532 ships damaged by stormy 
weather. 

The number of fires in ships last year— 
585 —exceed the average of 536 for the past 
five years. More than 170 took place in 
bunkers and 413 in cargoes. The question 
of spontaneous combustion of certain 
cargoes has been referred to the Depart- 
ment of Industrial and Scientific Re- 
search, suggestions having been made that

ENDOWMENT, 


OBJECTS OF THE NEW 
‘RODY. 
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The following statement on behalf of the 
new Liberal Council was issued in London 
last night :— 

‘The acceptance by the Liberal Ad- 
ministrative Committee of an endowment 
from Mr. Lloyd George’s fund has en- 
tailed serious consequences to the organisa- 
tion of the party, and is said to entail a 
moral obligation towards the donor. This 
obligation, though not precisely defined, 
appears to be incompatible with the 
freedom of judgment and policy which is 
essential to healthy political action, and, 
if coerced to accept it, many keen Liberals 
may well doubt how far they can continue 
to work for the party. 

‘In these circumstances, it is proposed 
to form within the Liberal Party a new 
body, the Liberal Council, which, though 
in nowise antagonistic the existing 
organisations, will, nevertheless, remain 
entirely independent both of the fund and 
of the obligation attaching to its agcept- 
ance. 

“The Liberal Council, which will in- 
clude in its membership men and women 
on equal terms, will work for all Liberal 
causes, supply speakers and give advice 
and assistance to candidates when desired 
to do so. The co-operation of the younger 
members of the party will be specially 
welcomed. Viscount Grey of Fallodon has 
consented to act as president, and Sir 
William Plender and Mr. Henry Bell as 
joint treasurers. It is proposed to open 
offices in the course of a few days, and in 
the meantime Liberals who desire to join 
the Council are requested to communicate 
with Mr, Vivian Phillipps, or Mrs. Basil 
Herbert, at 12 Smith West- 
minster, S.W. 1.”

IRISH CURRENCY.

COMMISSION’S REPORT 
CRITICISED. 


In a leading article on the report of the 
Irish Free State Banking Commission, the 
Financial News says :—‘‘ It is difficult for 
an onlooker to understand what the Free 
State expects to gain by establishing a 
local currency. To him it must seem that 
the State is taking a great deal of risk 
and incurring a great deal of trouble for 
no positive benefit. But if national feel- 
ing ts too strong for common-sense on this 
subject, the scheme proposed seems as good | 
a one as can be found in general design. 

In particular features it has certain 
defects which must give trouble in the long 
run, if they are not remedied at the out- 
The first is in the sphere of adminis- 
tration. The Commission believe that the 
Currency Commission which they recom- 
mend willébe independent of Government 
About that it is impossible not 
to have three 
Government and three outside members, 
and a co-opted chairman. The probability 
seems that such a body, in such a com- 
munity as the Free State, will at once 
become a mere organ of the party in 
power. The. other defects are in the 
technical sphere. 

'“ From our own point of view we may 
observe that a sterling exchange standard, 
as proposed, is, of cougse, very economic 
and comfortable for the Free State, but 
that it is wholly parasitic upon”: the 
general banking system of the United 
Kingdom and upon our gold reserves. It 
is a curious manifestation of the spirit of 
Irish Nationalism that, in order to 
celebrate its independence, it should desire 
to establish a currency system which is 
totally dependent upon that of the United 
Kingdom for every element of strength 
it possesses.’’

REMARKABLE TRIAL IN 


BERLIN. 
BERLIN, Sunday. 


Two negroes from the Cameroons, named 
Macombe and Munume, were sentenced to 
eighteen months and three years’ imprison- 
ment, respectively, by a Berlin Court yester- 
day, for forging five-pound Bank of England 
notes for circulation in Germany. 

The trial was heard tu camera, owing to 
danger to the security of the State in conse- 
quence of the accused having declared that 
the forged notes were intended to provide the 
sinews of war to overthrow British rule in 
the Cameroons, although no part of this state- 
ment could be verified. . 

The two negroes had given orders to various 
Berlin printing firms for cliches and water 
marked paper, posing as agents of a non- 
existent King Bondongula of Accra, whom 
they declared to be the leader of the 
apocryphal rebellion. 

Some of the firms which had received these 
orders became suspicious and communicated 
with the British Consulate-General, which put 
the police on the track of the negroes. The 
British Treasury rewarded the Berlin firms 
which had approached the Consulate with 
fifty pounds each.—(Reuter.)

The suicide of an officer of the German 
Reichtwehr, Major Wiedeman. has revealed 
details of an illegal purchase of arms and 
ammunition by the Barina Army, which 
democratic circles denounce as a violation of 
the Versailles Treaty. 

Banking on the Reichswehr’s anxiety to 
keep the purchase of arms and ammunition 
a secret, Major Wiedeman and his friend, 
Major Glodgowski, repeatedly sold the same 
goods to the Reichswehr, taking the con- 
signments out of the Reichswher’s own stock. 

To-day the German newspaper, Vossische, 
declares that no regular record of ammunition 
reserves and dépéts is kept in the Reichswehr 
Offices, a fact which made it easy for Wiede- 
man and Glodgowski to sell to the Govern- 
ment a quarter of a million marks worth of 
its own ammunition. ; i 

When the scandal was discovered, Major 
Wiedeman committed suicide. Major Glod- 
gowski was only dismissed from the Reichs- 
wehr, and the anti-militarists claim that this 
proves that the Reichswehr fears an investi- 
gation which would reveal other illegal 
actions and possible violations of the Ver 
sailles Treaty.

Concern is particularly felt because 
the withdrawal of the United States Am- 
bassador might result in the raising of 
the embargo on shipments of arms to 
Mexico, Although the Government con- 
fidently announces the suppression of a 
number of sporadic outbreaks, especially 
in the State of Jalisco, the importation 
of arms from the. United States by the 
rebels would greatly increase the Mexican 
Government 's difficulties. On the other. 
hand, quarters in touch with the Mexican 
Foreign Office suggest that there is still 
a possibility that the whole controversy 
may collapse should the Mexican Supreme 
Court rule that Congress cannot give retro- 
active effect to Article 27 of the Constitu- 
tion. <A decision is expected early on a 
test case, and observers point to five such 
decisions rendered in 1922 as precedents.

DISCOVERED IN BELGIUM. 


(From Our Lonpon ConRnRESPONDENT.) 

The wonderful exhibition of Flemish 4nd 
Belgian art in the Royal Academy is thronged 
daily with interested spectators. It is a little 
noteworthy that there is not a single painting 
shown from the National Gallery in Dublin, 
though the National Gallery here and the 
National Gallery of Scotland are well repre- 
sented. 

There is, however, one picture—or rather a 
series of panels—with peculiar interest to Ire- 
land, lent by Monsignor H. Tietje. It re 
lated the sad and tragical history of the little 
known St. Dympna. The seven paintings 
were originally in the Abbey of Tongaloo, 
near Westerloo, where they remained until 
1914, when they were exhibited at (shent. 
During the Great War they were saved with 
difficulty, and in time were acquired for the 
Chateau de Nvyenrode. 

Originally there was an cighth picture, 
probably depicting the murder of the saintly 
Princess, who was a daughter of a Pagan 
frish King. She had been converted to 
Christianity, and in one panel she is depicted 
being baptised, while her mother, in the 
background, is dying. A King sought the 
hand of the Princess in marriage, but she 
fled in horror io a place near Antwerp, 
pursued by his order. Another panel shows. 
after many years, the coffin of the dead 
Princess being removed to the Chapel of St. 
Martin, near Geel.. Yet another panel depicts 
how, after several centuries,.the tom! of St. 
Dympna is discovered, with pilgrims kneeling 
before it, while angels hover above.

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DIRECT EXPORTERS. 

During the past year they as an organisa- 
| tion engaged in activities of a useful and 
varied character. They had succeeded in 
establishing themselves as direct exporters of 
iiat and store cattle, of bacon pigs and of 
iresh pork, of poultry and of grain, and 
ithey had engaged to some extent in the 
| unport of-manures. That their efforts had 
met with approval was shown by the con- 
| sistency of the support given them. Up to

PHENOMENAL SUCCESS. 

The Chairman said that in the develop- 
ment of the pork trade their success had 
been remarkable. They had shown the 
Department of Agriculture how to do things. 

Un the County Council and County Boa ds 
their representatives had exercised sa most 
beneficial influence on local government, 
‘Their war on the bonus continued, Aite 
an apparent repulse in the first engagement, 
they shamed the Minister for Loeal Govern- 
ment into consenting to its abolition in the 
case of the clencal staff. In this matter, 
they were out to win, and he reminded his 
hearers and the Government that no Govern- 
ment could continue to ignore the just anc 
reasonable demands of the people. 

In selecting two distinguished members of 
a learned profession as their candidates at 
the coming election and one of Cork City’s 
ablest and most successful business men, the 
Chairman of the Harbour Board, there could 
be no clearer proof that the Farmers’ Union 
was free from class prejudice. They had 


given a lead and an example to the Free State 
which, he hoped, would be followed, 
A MINISTER'S PROPHECY. 

In a review of the cattle trade, the Chair- 
man reminded the meeting of a prophecy made 
by the Minister for Agriculture about three 
years ago at Karlsfort terrace: ‘‘In three or 
four years our cattle will be worth three or 
four millions more than they now are.” They 
are now worth five millions less. In the 
report of last Thursday’s Dublin market, im 
Friday s J/rish T'smes, they would find the fol- 
lowing statement on the sheep trade: ‘“‘In a 
general way, from 70s. to 75s., although some 
special lots occasionally figured around 80s. 
At this time last year the same class of sheep 
were making from £5 5s. to £5 10s. a head.” 
Turn to the banks, the Chairman said, and 
vou will find that deposits are £3,725,704 less 
than a year ago, and Great Southern £100 
stock 1s now about £19. Despite these facts, 
instead of endeavouring to reduce taxation, 
members of the Government seem intent on 
actually increasing it. Here is an example: 
On December 16th, 1926, Mr. O'Higgins, in 
speaking on the Coroners Bill, the ject of 
which is to compel County Councils to revise 
coroners’ salaries, said: ‘‘ They are the only 
public servants paid at pre-war rates.” Every 
effort is made to fool the people ny Sites 
on this vital question of taxation, Mr. Walsh, 
Postmaster-General, stated at Cavan that the 
Free State was certainly the most lightly 
taxed im Europe, and quite recently Mr. 
Bivthe stated that taxation in the Free State 
was really hight. These statements are 
directly contrary to fect.. On 2nd December, 
1925, Mr. Blythe gave the figures in the Dail 
showing taxation per head in the following 
countries :—Italy, £3 68. 11d.; Germany, 
£4 1s. 4d.; France, £6,188. Od.; United 
States. £6 148. Od.y Irish Free State, £8 
198, 6d. 

“THE RAKE’S PROGRESS, ''

announcement that a new loan was to be 
fioated immediately after the election. He 
did not add the fact that recentiy his Govern- 
ment had raised almost a million of money 
on short bills, which must be soon paid.” He 
stated—*' They had been as careful oí the 
public money as *thoagh it had been their 
own.” That is not a fact. Their progress 
has been the rake’s progress. How much 
money has been put into a useless coal mine! 
Were life pemsions of two-thirds of salaries 
given to certain officials with a few years’ 
service? Was £50,000 public money advanced 
to the Ringsend Bottle Works? as a: Re- 
ceiver soon after put in’ Would Mr. Blythe 
do any of these tnings with his own money! 
No, he would not. You read a good deal 
lately about our sugar factory. The un- 
justimable amount ot the subsidy renders it 
a source of impoverishment and not of wealth, 
An increase in the number of factories on the 
present basis would only lead to our ruin. 
The statement was made here in Cork the 
other day that Carlow sugar was sold at the 
same price as foreign sugar. That is not 
true. Before it is even offered for sale it has 
cost us 24d. per Ib., and the bargain “made 
by our Government with the factory peopie 
is one to be ashamed of. You have often 
sven a donkey drawing a load of wood many 
times its own weight. That is to-day the 
position of the Irish farmers. 

During the Christinas season you read of 
14,000 registered letters sent from the United 
States to Ireland containing, it is estimated, 
not less than £40,000. We should thank 
those boys and girls who tried to hghten the 
burden on their fathers and mothers in Ire- 
land. Our Minister for Foreign Affairs has 
not ‘thanked them, but on the death of .the 
Emperor of Japan he instantly wired an ex- 
pression of his deep regret and {condolence 
to the Grand High Chamberlain in Japan. 
(Laughter.) Our difficulties and the odds 
against us at the election are serious. No 
country in the world has proportionally such 
a number of overpaid officials. 

ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. O'Gorman «aid by their Constitution 
the Chairman retired after a year in office. 
He had been asked last year to continue for 
another term, but it would be outrageous to 
extend his time any longer. Mr. Brazier, 
Vice-President, would now automatically take 
the chair. 

The chair having been vacated by Mr. 
O'Gorman, it was taken by Mr. Brazier, amid 
applause. Mr. Brazier paid tribute to those 
whom he succeeded, and felt it was no light 
task he was undertaking. 

Mr. Edward Neville proposed, the thanks 
of the Executive to Mr. O'Gorman, saying 
he had stood up manfully for the farmers, 
both in the union and outside it. 

Mr. O'Gorman «cnitably replied. 

The names of Mr. Joseph Barrett, Mr. 
Timothy Corcoran, M.C.C., and the Very 
Rev. Canon Barrett were proposed for the 
vice-chairmanship. Canon Barrett and Mr. 
Corcoran withdrew their names, and Mr. 
Barrett was elected unanimously. 

Canon Barrett said that he knew Mr. 
O'Gorman, Fermoy, to be an absolutely 
honest man. At the same time, it would be 
o great mistake if they swallowed everything 
that he had put before them. For instance, 
the Minister of Finance had been attacked. 
There were grounds for attacking everybody, 
but he (Canon Barrett) happened to be in 
the Dail when the Minister made his Budget 
statement, and it was received unanimously 
by the Farmers’ Party, who declared thai if 
he wanted more money he would get it. Be- 
fore the Cork farmers attacked the Minister 
so much they might first try to bring the 
other farmers into line. Mr. O'Gorman had 
stated that they had adopted splendid can- 
didates. He (Canon Barrett) was not in a 
position to say anything of them; but he 
knew of one of them who had proposed a re- 
solution, at a time when economic conditions 
were getting worse and worse, that 
should be added to the enormous salary en- 
joyed by a certain official of a certain Board. 
He (Canon Barrett) did not think it was for 
the farmers, who had nailed economy to their 
mast for a motto, to come forward and say 
that the Government was a spendthrift Go- 
vernment and did much that lacked economy 
when they themselves did not act in the 
interests of economy. (Applause. ) 

THE DESTRUCTION OF FOXES. 

The White's Cross Branch sent two resolu- 
ticns, one askin 
of the £208, rates still outstanding, not 
to strike a rate until the names of the defaul- 
ters had been posted in public; the’ second 
relerred to the statement of Major Watt re- 
garding the destrnetion of foxes, and cailed 
upon the executives of al! branches, as well 
as all farmers, to join in the protest, and so 
help to save one of the country’s greatest 
industries. '

A Delegate—! am afraid that it is very 
small. 

The Chairman said that the first part of 
the resolution was quite impvacticable. “The 
list of defaulters varied not alone from. week 
to week, but from day to day. Those who 
did not pay were made very conspicuous by 
the bailiffs and the collectors, 

A delegate said that it looked as if there 
was a policy of destruction of foxes. To his 
mind there was « greater menace facing the 
country in that they were being eaten out by 
rabbits. Young boys and old people had to 
engage in trapping rabbits for the past few 
years. He did not believe that there was 
anything like malicious destruction of foxes. 
f there was a scarcity of foxes, that could 
be easily net by going to the mountains and 
the seasice and buying foxes if they wanted 
to stock the country. 

The second resolution was adopted. 

‘THE CLOSING OF PUBLICHOUSES. 

The Cork and Munster ‘Licensed Trade 
Frotection Association sent a communication 
drawing attention to the proposed closing of 
public-houses between ó and 5 p.m., and pro- 
iesting against the legislation proposed by 
the Liquor Commission. 

Mr. Brazil said that he thought they 
a sympathy towards the licensed 
trade. 


Mr. T. Cvureoran said that he considered 


and unnecessary. He did not see what was 
oing to be gained in the City of Cork by it.

surance. This had been as persistently 
denied by the Government. 

President Cosgrave had said that a duty 
devolved upon the Government to do what 
it: could to give etipleyment, if possible, by 
industtial expansion, but in the absence of 
this they must do something. That wag an 
entire change, and he would watch with ‘n- 
terest what the Government intended to do 
in fulfilment of that mise. The ur 
Party had entered the political field with a 
clearly defined policy on every public ques- 
tion. What distinguished the Labour Party 
from others was that they looked on public 
questions with the eyes of men who depended 
on. the work. of their hands and brains for 
their livelihood. ‘They were not dependent 
on interests froni‘investments or thé ‘receipt 
of rents, and did. not, therefore; look at 

roblems from that point of view. ey 
ooked upon national, social, ethical and 
economic problems from the point of view of 
men who lived by their own labor. 

GOVERNMENT OPTIMISM. 

The Government was asking them te sup- 
port it because of its past record, which Mr. 
Blythe had said was an indication of what it 
would be abie to do in the future. The Go- 
vernment Party said that there was a steadv 
improvement in- the economic position, and 
that if they were allowed to carry on the 
country would surely come to prosperity. 

“1 would like to have some solid basis 
fur the optimistic outlook,’’ said Mr. Johnson. 
“I would like to have some real evidence 
upon which we could found the hopes ot 
prosperity in the near futare, and Í hope 
that we shall have set out by responsible 
men some of the evidence on which they base 


 w 


their optimistic .statements,’’ . 
A CHALLENGE. ~ 

He challenged members of the Government 
to say on what they were basing their ex- 
pettations of~ rapid improvement in the 
economic. position as it affected agriculture, 
iabour and industries in towns. ubject to 
evidence to the contrary, he had come to the 
conclusion from a study of statistics that the 
Irish Free State was in a worse position 
to-day comparatively than any other country 
in. Europe. In every other country in 
Europe within the last four of five years 
there had been a ‘steady improvement, 
whereas in the Irish Free State there had 
been a eteady decline. Justifying these 
criticisms of tlie results of government in the 
Irish Free State since 1922, Mr. Johnson said 
that they. were all familiar with the facts 
regatding the decline in the human populs- 
tion of Ireland. From over eight millions in 
1641 it had fallen to Soffiething over four 
millions in 1926. -They were also familiar 
with the counter-statement: that. while the 
human population _ had- ed there had 
been during the greater part of the period, 
an increase in the number of cattle. Some 
people had argued that with the decline in 
the population there had been a steady im- 
provement in the material wealth oí the 


nor. 

If they examined the position they ‘would 
find that during the history of the preseat 
Free State Government all the factors which 
indicated economic prosperity for the nation 
had declined. During the period between the 
1911-1926 census for the Free State there 
had been an actual net decline in the popula- 
tion of 167,000 people. Thus one source of 
wealth. had passed away. The number of 
cattle kept: steadily rose up to the period of 
the war and until the present Govern 
took office, Ther 
three millions in 1 
for the whole of Ireland. © In 1926 in 
Irish Free State there had been an act 
decline in ‘the ‘cattle’ Wealth of the country 
of 578,000 head. Sheep in the. same period 
had declined by 64, head. Pigs dar- 
ing the end of this Government's office 
declined by 35,000 head, while since 1922 
there had been a decline’ of 218,000 acres in 
the jland under tilla These facts, he said, 
were very serious, seeing that the country 
depended on the land for 85 per cent. of its 
wealth. This was so serious that it. would 
take them out of mere. party politics. 


THE MANUFACTURING SIDE. 

It was so serious.a matter that they had 
to consider what steps were being taken to 
sto vg A ee á ere a nae no need 
to fear i e pay that, while agricul- 
ture was dedinte, there»was a great im- 
provement in the manufacturing arm of the 
country: The closing of factories, resort to 
short time and reduction of output which they 
had seen during the past few years were 
conclusive evidence that they. could not fall 
back upon the belief that the manufacturing 
activities of the country had improved. As 
a matter. of fact, there had. béén a consider- 
able decline. © He was willing to admit that 
as a result of certain changes in fiscal policy 
there were improvements in certain direc- 
tions, but by no means could it be said that 
in wealth producing capacity they were 
better off than when this Govern- 
ment took office. He waited with 
interest the production of evidence 
to -show that the economic position 
of the nation had advanced. If the nation 
was to survive there should be a radical 
change of policy. The Government, notwith- 
standing certain occasional signs, stood for a 
retention of the existing policy. 

The views of Mr. Hogan, Minister for 
Lands and Agriculture, were dominant in the 
Executive Council. Une of these was that 
there is no future for barley as a cash crop. 
He also advocated mixed farming and the use 
of crops for stock-feeding. It might be said 
that this was the right policy for the Irish 
furmer, and if, as Mr, Hogan said, bariey 
was going the way of wheat and could be 
more cheaply imported farmers might find it 
better to import all’ their stock-foods, 
Against that he put up a policy of increased 
tillage, under which the nation would give a 
sense of security. to the farmer and the 
labourer, the farmer being guaranteed a 
market for his produce and the labourer a 
satisfactory wage. They must have some 
security for their livelihood; and the com- 
munity in their own interests should be 
liable. This co-operation between the nation 
and the workers on the land ‘would give them 
security and help in building’ up the nation’s 
prosperity. 

GUARANTEED EMPLOYMENT. 

As in agriculture, they must give a sense 

of security to the farmer, so they must give 


some inducement’ and security to industrial- | 


ists on the. manufacturing, and on. the work- 
man’s side. All workihe eshould be guaran- 
feed employment or malfitenance, Without 
entering upon the question of the theoretical 
vaiue of Protection, Mr. Johnson said that 
we liad as a nation to give positive assistance 
to those who entered upon manufacturing 
enterprises, That assistance might be by way 
of subsidy, bounty, or Protective tariff. He 
ruled out none. He elieved that 
in this stage of our industrial de. 
velopment and political experience 
probably the most effective way of 
stimulating industrial activity was by pro- 
tective tarifis. He thougi.. that the subsidy 
for the beet sugar ind~stry was unnecessarily 

nerous to the mapufacturers, but believed 
that it was a valuable headline, indicating 
that where there was a share of money for 
the farmer he would be stimulated to greater 
production, thus increasing the national 
wealth. 

The ‘bank returns, added Mr. Johnson, did 
not afford evidence of an ¢sonomic improve- 
ment, There had been a decline in deposits 
between January, 1922, and December, 1926, 
of £30,000,000 in banks mainly operating in 
the Free State, That required some’ explana- 


tion.

This will be an absolutely new 
association, apart altogether from the Irish 
Agricultural Organisation Society, and will 
have control ot the sale of co-operative 
creamery butter. This does not imply the ex- 
clusion of proprietary creameries from the 
advantages of the scheme. It is, however; 
mainly concerned with co-operative congerns, 

For ‘the “purpose ‘of working the sale 
organisation a central board will be elected 
by the members. Each producing society will 
be a member of the central body, and will be 
bound by contract to sell its produce through 
that medium only. 

| OLD STORAGE. 

To enable Mish butter to compete on better 
terms with that from other countries on the 
British market, the provision of cold stores is 
pre-supposed. The location of stores is 
& matter to be determined in the future. 

By this means and the improved transit 
facilities: which are expected as. the 
result of organised marketing, it is pvro- 
bable that the ‘sale of Irish. buiter 
will be spread over a longer séason than at 
present. There is no intention of. using the 
cold storage as a means of holding butter 
against consumers. 

At present Irish butter goes. off the market 
when the Danes and others are able to keep 
up supplies. A struggle to regain buyers 
takes place at the beginning of the néxt 
season ; and so the thing goes on. 

This unsatisfactory state of affairs would, 
it is believed, be removed if farmers would 
arrange to have cows: calving a month earlier 
and @ month later then at present, in addi- 
tion to the facilities now proposed for secur- 
ing an extension of the butter trade, 

BUTTER FOR EXPORT. 

It is probable that the Central Board will 
also provide for the examination and classi- 
fication of dairy produce passing through its 
hands. 

These arrangements,. in conjunction with 
that part of the Dairy Produce Act, which 
brings all butter intended for export under 
special control, should do much to enhance 
the reputation of Irish Free State butter on 
the market. From the 1st March next butter 
cannot ‘he exported except from creameries 
id w for the purpose, and this cannot 
fail to have a g effect upon trade. 

THE NATIONAL BRAND. 

For the moment Irish Free State butter 
must be placed on the market without a 
National Brand. This is provided for in the 
Dairy Produce Act, but it cannot he adopted 
until legislation is passed enabling the Minis- 
ter for Lande and Agriculture to acquire and 
register trade marks and designs, and to 
grant licences for their use. 

Meanwhile buttermakers should aim at 
turning out produce that will be worthy of 
receiving the National Brand when it ap- 


pears.

We are still very much under the weather, 
for the Leicester programme arranged for 
to-morrow has been postponed until Tues- 
day, and the second dsgy's card abandoned.

I notice in one of the Sunday newspapers 
the interesting statement that a probable 
rontestant for the Ascot Gold Cup next June 
will be the Argenine horse, Macon, This 
fellow is a five-year-old who seems to have 
carried all before him in South America, 
and his presence would give much piquancy 
to the race for the Gold Cup. é only 
‘Argentine-bred horse that I can remember 
having seen run with any distinction. in 
England was Tracery’s son, El Cacique, 
whom Senor Unzue sent over as a yearling, 
and who was sold at the July sales to Lady 
Bullough for 5,000 guineas. Though he was 
m useful performer, he was never in the first 
class 
A QUESTION OF ACCLIMATISATION. 

So many of our very best stallions and 
mares have. been sent to the Argentine in 
the past that there is no reason why they 
should net have bred one there quite capable 
of holding his own in this country with the 
best of the English and Irish-bred horses. 
Ihe question, of course, is largely one of 
acclimatisation. 

There are American owners who would like 
to send their best horses to run in this 
country, but it is always a matter of doubt 
whether a horse in training will acclimatise 
in England. Mr. Keene sent over his cham- 
pion, Colin, several. years ago, with the in- 
tention of winning the Gold Cup with him, 
but he never acclimatised, and, if I remember 
rightly, the Jate Sam Darling never ran him 
in England. Iroquois came from the States 
to win a Derby for Mr. Pierre Lorillard, 
and Foxhall came from the same country to 
win the Cesarewitch and Cambridge- 
shire, and a Gold Cup in the next season. 
But both these heroes came young. 

Í saw it stated the other day by a well. 
informed writer that Coronach may not run 
for the Gold Cup, but be kept for races that 
micht be easier to win, such as the Corona- 
tion Cup and the Eclipse Stakes. One hopes 
that this defensive polioy will not be. adopted 
with him, and that he will run for the great 
prize at Ascot, which, by the way, has not 
fallen to a Derby winner since Persimmon. 
CORONACH'S STAMINA. 

it is be doubted whether even the 
greatest admirers of Coronach would be in- 
clined at the moment to take a short price 
about his chance of winning the Gold Cup. 
If he takes charge of the situation, as he 
seemed to do in the St. Leger, when he 
raced away a dozen Jengths ahead of his 
field before they had gone half a mile, there 
would, I think, be a considerable doubt 
about his lasting out the two and a half 
mríies. 

in fact, many people are inclined to think 
that horse that was ever foaled could 
keep up such a gallop as he set on the 
[own Moor over the Gold Cup distance. 
There is one thing certain, and that is that 
no owner will be frightened from running 
any horse of his that stays by the presence 
pi Coronach in the race. 

There is, of course, a strong prejudice 
Bcainst filhes and mares in the Gold Cup, in 
which even Pretty Polly was beaten. The last 
mare to win the race was La leche, who 
was an animal of exceptional merit. but 
Bhould Coronach have limitations of stamina. 
I should be in no way surprised if the race 
next summer were won by Lord Rosebery’s 
filly, ‘Rongrace. Taking her all round, this 
may he the best staying filly we have seen 
for a long time. ; 

No distance has geemed too far for this 
Maughter of Spion Kop, and in every race 
she has run distance she had been 
putting in her best work in the last furlong. 
She has fine speed, too, and it is probable 
that while she stays as well as Caissot, who 
was closing with Coronach in the last quarter 
of a mile of the St. Leger, she would be too 
fast for him in the straight at Ascot. 

It js probable that the French colt, Biribi, 
may have to be taken into account in the 
Gold Cup, for, although he was beaten in the

THE TRAINING OF MELON. 

Of all the candidates trained at Newmarket 
Melon is the one who has been kept busiest 
ever since the close of last flat racing season 
until the weather interrupted training last 
week, and as bis weight can already be ceal- 
culated to a few pounds, I expect that he will 
accept and run. On his performance in the 
Cambridgeshire, this half-brother to Condover 
sounds a very likely candidate for Lincoln. 

Bella Minna is an entrant in the Lincoln- 
shire who has been kept usefully emploved, 
and has done well through the winter. Like 
Melon, she put up an excellent show in the 
Cambridgeshire, until they came to the 
bushes. One wonders whether the prejudice 
against her sex in this race is well founded. 
Possibly it is, for the record of fillies on the 
Carho]me is a poor one. 

When it has been won by one of the sex 
it has been a mare who has had several 
seasons of racing, and who was in with a 
light weight. White Bud, the last mare to 
win, was a six-year-old, with 6st. 5lb., and 
Little Eva, her immediate predecessor who 
won in 1901, was of the same age and carried 
7st. Sib. ; 

The classic case of a good filly failing to 
win the race is, of course, Sceptre, who was 
perhaps a little unlucky to have stumbled 
against such an exceptionally good four-year 
old as St. Maclou in the race, with only 7st. 
12ib. Were Bella Minna trained for the race 
and started at Lincoln I am sure that, in 
spite of all prejudice, she would have admirers. 
She has that touch of “class” on her side 
which is lacking in so many of the other 
candidates, and she will have to receive a 
good deal of weight from such as Asterus, 
who finished in front of her in the Cambridge- 
shire. : 

Accounts from Newmarket are not too en- 
couraging as regards the five candidates for 
the Grand National, trained by Blackwell, 
who are-reported as not vet having done any 
strong work. Blackwell, however, 1s one who 
never bothers the Heath very much with his 
steeplechasers, and last year we heard the 
same story; but he had them out all day 
on the roads right through the winter, and no 
fitter horses came to Liverpool than Bright's 
Bov and Mount Etna 
CONDITION OF BRIGHT'S BOY. 

I am inclined te think, however, that this 
year he is having trouble with his candidates, 
and the reports about Bright's Boy are none 
too encouraging. A few months ago it 
was thought that owing to the injury he 
sustained in October Mount Etna might not 
be able to run at all this season, and though 
he is recovering well I regard him as a 
problematical Liverpool candidate. Ballinode 
did not appear on a racecourse at all last 
year, and. she is reported at present to 
be very big in condition. 

Blancona seems to be the fittest of all this 
trainer's candidates, and it is interesting to 
note that in a number of races to be run in 
the near future he has been handicapped to 
| give weight both to Old Tay Bridge and 
White Park. In a ‘chase at Sandown over 
three miles and five furlongs he is placed Tlb. 
above Old Tay Bridge, and at Nottingham, 
over three and a half miles, he has to give 
2ib. to White Park. 

In the Sandown race. which is to be run on 
Saturday week next, Knight of the Wilder- 
ness is placed 2llh,. below Blancona, and 
probably this race, or a handicap at Gatwick 
in the same week, will be the next race in 
which we shall see Mr. Whitaker’s charge. 
whose progress between now and the Grand 
National will be watched with great interest. 
He and Great Span seem the likeliest of the 
young horses in the race fo do well. 

Desert. Chief has been left in several races 
to be run in the next few weeks, but many 
people profess to doubt his stamina, and it 
may be that, after all, Sprig will again be the 
best candidate at Liverpool from T, Leader's 
stable. I know that his trainer thinks he lost 
the race last vear throvgh the hard ground 
preventing him from giving the horse the 
good winding-up gallop that he had projected.

The distance tra- 
velled was certainly 14 miles, and the 
country a perfect one—big grass fields and 
fiy fences. This was probably the best hunt 
for several years—certainly the best in the 
wall country—and it was bellows to mend 
with many a good horse before the finish.
